GOOD NEWS FROM WYOMING. 


Democrats Win the Carbon Contest—The 
House Safe. 


Cheyenne, Wy., December 27.—The de- 
cision in the Carbon county contest was 
made public here at noon today. The su- 
preme court decides that the state can- 
vassing board must accept the Carbon 
county returns from two justices instead 
of the abstract from the clerk alone. 
This gives the democrats more members 
of the house and insures them the organi- 
zation of that body. The republicans may 
make another move in the Carbon county 
case by taking advantage of the fact that 
the democrats made their nominations 
irregularly. The decision covers all the 
points in the case presented to the legis- 
lature of the present time. The court 
holds that a judge of a court in vacation 
can allow alternative writs of mandamus, 
but not peremptory writs. It holds that 
the state board of canvassers must base 
its determination solely upon the face of 
the returns and the court, therefore, 
strikes out of the petition all allegations 
of matter not appearing upon the face of 
the returns. 

The court then takes up demurrers. to 
the petitions. Wyoming statutes require 
that the county clerk take to his assis- 
tance two justices of the peace, “who 
shall canvass the precinct returns and 
send an abstract thereof to the secretary 
of state.” The clerk and justices differed 


the county clerk making one abstract and 
the justices another. The court holds that 
a clerk and two justices constitutes a 
“board of canvassers,”’ and that two jus- 
tices being a majority of the board their 
abstract is controlling and should be ac- 
cepted and counted by the state board. 
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~~ OPPOSED TO MURPHY. 
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The New York Times Says Mr. Cleveland 
Haas So Expressed Himeelf. 

New York, December 27.—The New York 
Times will print the following tomorrow 
“That Clev2land is opposed to the election 
of Edward Murj3 .to the United States 
senate, to succeed Lliscock, was authorita- 
tively settled yesterday by a direct state- 
ment from the piesident-elect. Mr. Cleve- 
land at first saw no reason to make any 
stutement. ‘Je had not made, he said, any 
secret of his opinion on the 
matter. He consented, however, 
to discuss the que:tion again, and said 
it ought not to be necessary for me to re 
peat for the public what I have so often 
expressed to many gentlemen in private con- 
versation. Among these have been Mr. 
Murphy, himself, Mr. Croker, and gentle 
men who have been prominent in the party 
from every part of the state of New York. 
It must not be forgotten, however, that 
the party has a very hard task to perform 
if we expect to keep the word we have 
passed to the peopie of the country. They 
have given us a phenomenal majority— 
one showing that they expect us to do 
much. In doing this a great deal depends 
upon the state of New York and its great 
metropolis. The interest of the state and 
the party demand, it seems to me, the 
selection of a senator who can not only de- 
fend the principles of our party, but who 
can originate and promote policies that 
may be presented for consideration in the 
senate. In order to insure this, the sena- 
tor from New York should be a man, not 
only experienced in public affairs, but who 
has a clear concejtion of the vital issues 
with which he must deal during the next 
few years. Speaking frankly as I have 
already done, to tbose entitled to know my 
views, it does not seem to me that the 
selection of Mr. Murphy shows the desire 
or intention of placing in the senate a man 
of such a type. This first use of our power 
would, I fear, cause much disappointment, 
not only in New York, but in the country. 
The party ought not to be called upon to 
face thie when it is considered how much 
there isto do, and what serious difficulties 
have te be surmounted before it can be 
done.” |

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The Fight Over the Michigan Senatorship 
a Dirty One, 


AND If HAS BEEN 80 POR YEARS. 


This Time There Are Evidences of 
Plenty of Money Afloat, 


WITH JAY HUBBELL AT THE FRONT, - 


A Washington Paper Has Something In- 
teresting to Say About the Prospects 
of Direct Trade for the South, 


Washington, December 27.—(Special.)— 
In no state 'n the upion does politics take 
@ more intense form than in Michigan. 
The men in the Peninsular State play the 
game of “keeps” as the boys play marbles. 
An evidence of this is seen in the prompt 
way in which the democrats took ailvan- 
tage of their terjorary possession of the 
legislature after the election in 1890 to re- 
district the state for legislative and con- 
gressional purposes. Nor did they stop 
there; they fixed up schemes whereby they 


vote of the state no matter which party 
might have a majority of the popular vote 
of the whole state. It has been so long 
since anything of this kind has been done 
in any state or by any party that the 
ingenious plan they adopted became known 
as ‘“‘Michiganizing.’’ If the election had been 
close that .ittle advantage might have de- 
termined the result. Fortunately Mr. 
Cleveland’s majority in the electoral col- 
leges was so large that the votes from 
Michigan were not needed. Unless some 
method of electing the president and vice 
president by a direct vote is adopted, the’ 
term Michiganiziig bids fair to become a 
fixture in the political vocabulary like ger- 
rymandering. 
When Zach Was Leaten. . 
But it is in the senatorial elections that 
Michigan is seen ai her best, or worst, in 
a political way. The state has been repub- 
lican from the organization of that party, 
and in that time has given us two of the 
hottest and most scandalous senatorial con- 
tests the country has ever had the mis- 
fortune to witness. The first was when 
Zacariah Candier’s third term had expired 
and he was a candidate for 
election for a fourth term, 
Candler had a majority of the republican 
members of the leg.slature, but not enough 
to elect. ‘The minority of the republicans 
refused to eater the party caucus and after 
a tong struggle, lsuac FP. Christiancy, the 
chief justice of the supreme court of the 
state was chosen bj a combination of dem- 
ocrats and recalcitrant republicans. His 
election to the senate was the most unfor- 
tunate thing which ever happened. to Mr. 
Christiancy. Un the bench he had gained . 
a high reputation. as a jurist, but in the 


tinction. Me married a young woman who 
was a clerk in the postoffice department in 
this city. Lhe union was not a happy one. 
It was the old story of December and May. 
Christiancy resigued the senatorship and 
went as minister to Peru, and died there. 
Candler succeeded him in the senate, but 
died before bis tern expired. 

Michigan’s second contribution to our 
collection of exciting and scandalous sena- 
torial contests was in 1882-3, when Thomas 
W. Ferry was 2 candidate for election to 
a third term. Hewas defeated in much the 
same way that Candler was. His suc- 
cessful competitor was Thomas W. Palmer, 
now president of the worid’s fair. When 
the latter’s term expired he made no at- 
tempt at re-electiou, but gave way to Mr. 
Mctillan who is stili serving out the term. 
Vaimer was sent to Spaim as min- 
ister by the present administration 
which came in ashe went out. He 
remained in the land of dons long 
enough to let people forget his defeat and 
then gave way to that picturesque person, 
Ganeral E. Burd Grubb, of New Jersey. 

A noticeable fact in all these senatorial 
contests is that they were confined to the 
republicans and millionaires,

March 3d next, the term of Senator Stock- 
bridge will expire and Michigan is now in 
the throes of another, senatorial contest. 
His chief opponent is ex-Governor Luce, a 
millionaire. As Stockbridge is a million- 
aire there will be a hot fight with a: 
floating “boodle.’’ The notorious Jay A. 
Hubbell is mixing up in the fight, but the 
supposition is that he is in it for the simple 
purpose of getting votes in the northern 
part of the state away from Stockbridge. 

There are seventy republican members of 
the legislature, and Stockbridge’s friend 
claim that of these fifty are pledged to vote 
for him. Luce’s friends claim that there 
are at least twenty republicans who will 
not go inty the caucus where Stockbridge’s 
name is even put for consideration. Mat- 
ters being in this shape there is but one 
thing for Stockbridge to do—get enough 
democratic votes to elect him. This he is 
trying to do, though what good would ac- 
erue to the democrats to return him or any 
other republican is not visible to the naked 
eye. The democrats deriyed no benefit 
from the election of either Christiancy or 
Palmer. | 

The venerable Dawes, of Massachusetts, 
has been elected a time or two by a combi- 
nation of republicans and democrats. If 
the latter have ever had any benefit, how- 
ever remote, it has not appeared of record 
in contemporaneous history. It looks from 
these examples to be a work of futility for 
the democrats to interfere when they are 
in a decided minority as they are now in 
Michigan. Better let the republicans set- 
tle the quarrel among themselves~or let the 
state go without representation for a time. 
A republican senator or two short would 
not hurt just now. :

HE RUINED A YOUNG WHITE GIRL 


Who Was Employed at the Same 
Hotel With Him. 


ENRAGED CITIZENS BREAK INTO JAIL 


Take the Fellow Out, Whip Him With 
Switches—-Then Apply Hot Tar 
and Pienty of Feathers, 


Springfield, O., December 27.—({Special.) 
There is a tremendous sensation at West 
Liberty, a small town near this city, over 
the summary justice dealt out last night 
to Grant Jackson, a colored man, who ab- 
ducted Bessie Hinkle, a pretty eighteen- 
year-old white girl, from this city last 
week and took her to West Liberty. 

Bessie Hinkle is the daughter of a well- 
to-do farmer near Delaware. She left 
home suddenly several wecks ago and 
her parents did not know where she was. 
She came to Springfield and got a posi- 
tion as Waitress in the new Grand hotel. 
The head waiter at the time was Grant 
Jackson, a colored man, who is married 
and has a wife living at West Liberty, 
near this city. Jackson began to make 
love to the girl from the start and turned 
her head by various small presents. He 
finally induced her on some pretext or 
other to accompany him to West Liberty. 
It seems that, according to the story told 
by the girl, Jackson took her to West 
Liberty, where he accomplished her ruin 
and detammed her by force. 

While she was there Jackson’s wife 
heard of his conduct with the girl and de 
termined to wreck her vengeance not only 
on her husband, but on the girl. 

She accordingly bought a big horsewhip 
and hunting the girl, administered a severe 
| horsewhipping to her. 

The girl finally escaped the clutches of 
Jackson and he was arrested by the author- 
ities of West Liberty and put in the vil- 
lage jail. The villainy of Jackson and his 
brutal treatment of pretty Bessie Hinkle 
soon spread and an excited body of men 
gathered at the village grocery. Several of 
the more excitable suggested that such 
villainy called for mob _ justice. The 
idea was taken up with a_i will 
and a rush made for masks, 
switches and tar tuckets. 

A determined party was soon assembled 
at the door of the jail. The jailer refused 
to give up he key. so the word was passed 
around to batter down the door. .This was 


bound hand and foot. The men then 
him to the outskirts of the town. He 
begged them to spure him, but they were 
deaf to his entreaties. 

They first removed all his clothing, al- 
though the weather was bitterly cold and 
the ground covered with snow. They then 
gathered around him and flogged him with 
switches until he yelled with agony. They 
then covered his quivering flesh with hot 
tar and rolled him in a jot of feathers. He 
was then more dead than alive. He man- 
aged to crawl away and escape. The young 
girl’s father, Michael Hinkle arrived today 
from Delaware and is wild with grief. He 
found his daughter-at Huntsville. 


KILLED BESIDE HIS BRIDE. 


George Moody Shoots James Keorus On 8 
Railroad Train. 

Brinkley, Ark., December 27.—Yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock George E. Moody, for 
several years a trusted employe of the Ar- 
kansas Midland road, entered a passenger 
coach of a Valley Route train, where James 
Keorus, another railroad man, was sitting by 
his bride of twe weeks. Raising a double 
barreled shotgun Moody said: ‘‘You won't 
take back what you have said, will you?’ 
and emptied both barrels into Keorus’s face 
and body, killing him instantly. Moody then 
boarded an unattended engine and tried tv 
run it off, but there was not enough steam 
up, and he was captured. Moody is a son 
of Judge R. E. Moody, of Tuscumbia, Ala., 
and is a member of the Knights of Pythias 
lodge at Helena. 


A STAMP THIEF 


Surrendered By His Father te the Officers 


New York, December 27.—Charles P.- 
Gadman, whloesale stamp clerk in the gen- 
eral. postoffice, who it is alleged, stole $5,248 
in stamps and disappeared 17th, 
when his stock of stamps was to be ex- 
amined, was surrendered by his father, ex- 
County Judge Gadman, of Hudson, to Post- 
master Van Cott, this afternoon. Chief In- 
spector Wheeler, of Washington, made com- 
plaint, charging Gadman with the specific 
theft of 100,000 two-cent stamps in June. 
Gadman was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Alexander. He waived ex- 
amination and in defaylt of $5,000 bail was 
locked up.

The Sensational Death of Dr. Young- 
blood, of Greene County. 
THE TOP OF HIS HEAD BLOWN OFF 


¢ 


And Nobody Enows Who Did the Kill- 
_ ing—He Ran a Store and There 
His Body Was Fonnd. 


Greenesbore, Ga., December 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Information has just reached this 
city of the brutal assassinatiou of Dr. R. 
J. Youngblood, at his home some eight miles 
from Greensboro. 

Only meager particulars could be obtained 
from the messenger who came to inform 
Dr. Youngblood’s son, Mr. John Youngblood, 
and to get Coroner Wood to hold an in- 
quest. 

From this messenger it was learned that 
Dr. Youngblood was found in his store this 
morning, which is near his home, lying 
near the back part of the room dead with the 
top of his skull blown entirely off. The 
front door was open and on the ground be- 
side the steps was the doctor’s gun. The 
loads in both barrels had been discharged. 
This gun the doctor, who slept in the store 
at night, kept in the front end and was 
heavily loaded with buckshot. The suppo- 
sition is that whoever did the murder broke 
in the door and before the doctor could rise 
seized the gun and killed him. 

As to who could have done it and the 
cause is mere conjecture. The coroner went 
out to hold an inquest but has not yet re- 
turned. ; 

The messenger reported that great ex- 
citement prevails in the neighborhood and 
every effort will be made to apprehend the 
cowardly assassin. Dr. Youngblood was 
a quiet, peaceable citizen, well liked by all 
and if he had an enemy no one knew it. 
The store, so the messenger said, had not 
been robbed, and this makes the killing more 
mysterious. 

It is advanced by some, however, that the 
murder grows out of a burglary of the 
store. Some months ago Dr. Youngblood’s 
store was burglarized and ever since he has 
been quietly at work trying to trace -the 
burglars. It is said that he had obtained 
some strong evidence against persons in that 
neighborhood and that it had come to their 
ears that he suspected them. This, it is 
surmised, may be a clue to the assassination. 

Dr. Youngblood was an upright man. He 
was formerly a practicing physician, but 
has for some years past rm a store. at 
Parks’s mills on the Oconee river. He was 
a breye confederate soldier and great in- 
dignation is expressed at his cowardly as- 
sassination.

The same list shows that there are 
eighty-five confeccrate soldiers who draw 
pensions from the state of Georgia and the 

gregate amount drawn yearly is $5,000. 

The widows and confederate veterans of 
Carroll draw anrvally from the state treas- 
ury probably $12,C00 or more. This amount 
is distributed among 175 persons. 

There are ten persons, some men and 
some women, wh. draw pensions from the 
pager States - of ager as soldiers in 
the union army during the late war. se 
ten draw aunualiy $1,000 sd ree a 

There are about a halfezen pensioners 
of the Mexican war who draw $500 in all 
yearly, living in Carroll county: There are 
also six »eople 1 ving in Carroll who draw 
pensions from the United States govern- 
ment for service in the war of 1812. 
Under the Indian war pension bill which 
passed the last congress, fifty more people 
will draw 20.00” ari ually in Carroll, which 
will swell the annual pension amount for 
Carroll to the nea‘ suin of $25,000. 

The state tax for Carroll county is $21,- 
113 yearly and she gets back from the state 
for pensions $14,000 and $14,728 for the 
public school fund, making in all the county 
gets from the state $28,728, $7,500 more 
than she oays out From this it will be seen 
that ~warroll ge.s the best of the transac- 
tion with the state, but Uncle Sam beats 
her. The tariff anc internal revenue tax 
cannot be obtained, but it will, at least, 
amount to ten tim«s as much as the $11,- 
000 the citizens draw from the United 
States governmen! for pensions.

PURSUING THE BANDITS. 


United States Troops Surprise Them at 
Their Camp. 


Washington, December 27.—The following 
telegram has been received at the war depart- 
ment from General Wheaton, commahding the 
department of Texas, dated the 25th instant: 

“Lieutenant P. W. West, Third cavalry, 
struck the camp of the bandits yesterday 
morning, twelve miles northwest of Roma 
picket, 500 yards from camp. They fired on 
the troops. The band made a short stand and 
then scattered in all directions. One of them 
was killed and one wounded, Lieutenant 
West followed the general direction and came 
on them again just before dark. They scat- 
tered in the brush and could not be followed 
in the night. We captured three horses and 
quantities of ammunition, saddles, etc., a 
Mexican cavalry saber and two uniform coats 
taken at the San Y-¢nacio fight, also printed 
manifestoes and blank commissions. Lieutenant 
ponanern got in here, San Antonio, yesterday. 
He left at 7 o’elock this morning with his 
troops for Roma. The bandits retreated to- 
ward the river. Have notified the Mexican 
officers at Gamargo and Mier. The number of 
bandits is estimated at thirty-five.

There is also to be built a bishop’s palace 
and a school of theology for the proper 
training of postulants and missionaries 
in divinity studies and ecclesiastical duties. 

Accordifig™ to the designs fhe bishop has 
in mind there will be upon the splendid 
site, flanking our state capitol, a series of 
noble buildings, exhibiting the finest lines 
of church architecture and giving to Geor- 
gia a Protestant Episcopal settlement sec- 
ond to but few of the states of the union.

Charles R. Watt Is Killed By 
in Coweta County. 
THE NEGRO MAKES GOOD HIS ESCAPE, 


But Is Pushed so Hard That He Leaves His 
Horse and Takes to the W oods—Mr. 
Watt Well Known in Atlanta. 


Charles R. Watt, well known in Atlanta 
but recently a resident of Senoia, was mur- 
dered yesterday at his home and the officers 
are now looking for the man who commit- 
ted the deed. 

Mr. Watt was for a long time connected 
with the firm of Langston & 
Crane. He was a_ genial, clever 
young amn who made friends of all 
who came in contact with him. After liv- 
ing in Atlanta for a number of years Mr. 
Watt went to Coweta county where he has 
been residing since. Of late he has been en- 
gaged in business near Senoia and it was 
there that he met his death yesterday at 
the hands of a negro with whom he had had 
some dealings. It seems that the negro who 
had had trouble with Mr. Watt swore that 
he would kill him. Yesterday he came upon 
Mr. Watt and after shooting him to death, 
pounded him up terribly with a club. The 
negro then skipped otit and succeeded in 
making good his escape. Intelligence of the 
killing reached Atlanta yesterday afternoon 
and caused much talk among Mr. Watt's 
friends. The details of the tragedy are 
meager and come from Griffin through a 
gentleman who was in that city yesterday 
from Senoia. 

Griffin, Ga., December 27.—(Special.)— 
Colonel J. S. Shell, of Senoia, was in the 
city tonight and reports the shooting of a 
white man by a negro near his town yes- 
terady evening. Dave Hood shot and 
knocked in the head his landlord, Mr. 
Charles Watt, over, it is supposed, a set- 
tlement. Watt went to the negro’s house 
and was found later by another negro in 
an insensible condition lying in the back 
yard, his body perferated with buckshot and 
three long gashes across his head. The ne 
gro who found Mr. Watt says Hood 
met him in the road and told him what he 
had done and that he was going to leave. 
The negro immediately gave the alarm, and 
as soon as Watt was carried home a posse 
was organized and started in pursuit of 
Hood who had gone in the direction of the 
Atlanta and West Point railroad.

AN HONORABLE RECORD 18 HIS, 


And He Takes Charge of Atlanta’s Pet 
Institution Well Equipped to Dis- 
‘ gharge Ite Duties.

Dr. Thomas Kenan, a prominent citizen of 
this city, was elected superintendent of the 
Grady hospital yesterday afternoon, and will 
assume active charge of that institution on 
January Ist. 

The election of Dr. Kenan was made 
unanimous, and all the members of the 
board are eminently satisfied with the se 
lection, believing that he will make a capa- 
ble executive officer. 

The board of trustees of the hospital 
held their December meeting yesterday af- 
ternoon. They met at 4:30 o’clock in the 
superintendent’s office. There were present, 
Chairman Hirsch, Mayor Hemphill and 
Trustees Elsas, Lowry, English, Neal and 
Spalding. 

Bills for the month were checked up and 
passed upon favorably. Then the monthly 
report of Acting Superintendent Dr, George 
was presented. The report showed the high- 
est death rate yet shown in any month of 
the hospital’s history, but this was due to 
casualities. In many cases those who help- 
ed to swell the death list were dying when 
they were brought to ‘the hospital. 

The figures of the report were: Persons 
remaining in the hospital from November, 
forty-nine; of this number eighteen were 
white males, ten females; thirteen colored 
males and eight colored females. This num- 
ber had been added to during December by 
the admission of thirty-three patients, divid- 
ed as follows: White males, ten; white fe- 
males, four; colored males, eleven; colored 
females, eight. This made a total 
of eighty-three patients who were 
treated in the hospital during 
the month. They were disposed of as 
follows: Forty-four were discharged con- 
valescent, of- which number eighteen were 
white males, and white females; ten colored 
males and nine colored females. 
Kight died during the month 
as follows: Two white males two, 
white females, four colored males. Only 
twenty-seven patients remain in the hospital 
belonging to the races as follows: White 
males, seven; white females, five; colored 
males, ten; colored females, seven. 

Mhe Eleciion of « Superintendent. 


The most important work before the meet- 
ing was the election of a superintendent to 
fili the vacancy caused by the*resignation of 
Superintenden IFensch, which took effect on 
November Ist. Since that time Dr. ©. J. 
George, of the house stait, has been acting 
us superintendent and has filled the place 
most satisfactorily. 

At the last monthly meeting a com- 
mittee Was appointed tu suggest a suitabie 
name for superintendent of the hospital. Th s 
columittee reported favorably upuva the ap- 
plication of Dr. T. ff. Brewster. Dr. Brews- 
ter’s application had been endorsed by the 
medical board of the hospital and it was 
thought that he would be eiected.- ‘This .ree- 
ommendation from the medical board wus 
made six weeks ago, some time before the 
last meeting of the trustees. So it was that 
Dr.. Brewster was regarded as the next 
superintendent of the Grady hospital. 
When the board met a Month ago Dr. 
Kenan sent in an application for the super- 
intendency. The election was postponed 
for one month. 

The minutes of the board’s meeting yes- 
terday afternoon, which furnished about 
all the. information that can be had on the 
election of tHe superintendent, says that 
the committee appointed to suggest a sulta- 
ble name for superintendent, reported the 
name of Dr. T. IF. Brewster. Just: below 
two lines suffice to make the announce- 
ment th#@t Dr. T. H, Kenan was elected 
superintendent. There is no reading to be 
done between the lines. Dr. Kenan’s name 
was put forward by Mr. Neal and he was 
elected. 

A Matron Elected. 

While Dr. Fensch was superintendent 
of the hospital Mrs. Fensch acted as mat- 
ron, and since she left the place has been 
vacant. This vacancy has been keenly felt 
and at yesterday's meeting it was supplied. 
Mrs. Johnson, a lady of experience and 
capability, was elected, and she will take 
up her duties at once. She comes highly 
reqummended,-and is said to be splendidly 
equipped for the place. 

Who Dr. Kenan Is 


Dr. Kenan, the new superintendent, is 
well known in the city and over the state. 
He comes of one of the best families in the 
state and is a gentleman of the highest 
culture and refinement. He is a son of 
Hon. Mr. Kenan, of Milledgeville, who 
served several terms in congress and who 
was a southern gentleman of the old sclrool. 
He was a political leader in his section of 
the state in his day, and his fame still 
lives. He was the soul of honor, and his 
soldierly bearing and gentlemanly manners 
made him a striking figure wherever he 
went. 

Dr. Kenan is fifty years old and is a 
veteran of the confederacy. He has a hap- 
py home on Cain street and a most inter- 
esting family. He came to Atlanta from 
Milledgeville four years ago. Before com- 
ing here he was in charge of the state in- 


sane asylum, which place he held for twelve ‘| 


years. In this position he acquired valuable 
experience which will make him at home 
in his new place. Dr. Kenan is a familiar 
tall and slim. He wears a long bro 
beard not unlike that worn by Governor 
Northen. That he will make an excellent 
superintendent no one who knows him 
doubts. 

He will take charge the first of the year.
